‘- while the Freneh eims are political rathor than economic,demanding 
pledges to ensure their national securite; heace the irreconcilable 
attitude, which a Paris messige says is still conspicuous to-day, con- 
trasting scrongly with the British, who are showing every dispositio ' 
to go to all reasonable lengths to meet the Allies on & compromise 
‘compatible with the fundamental principles of British policy. Hence 
British circles stilt cling to the hope of « satisfactory outcome of tha 
discussions, which only began to-day, yesterday's proceedings baing 
limited to the presentation of the plans of the resorctive Allias. 
‘The Belgians and Itsliaos are less hostile thau the French to 
‘tha British plan, and there is some hopa of Belgium exer’ing a con- 
cilsatory influence, as abe bas done at previous conferences. Herr 
Bergmant is remeiniog in Paris for consultation if the conference 
desires,-but no German plan is officially before the conference. 
. .The French Objections. 
Paris, January 3. 
The eartier part of the conference was devoted to listening to 
M. Poincare’s detaited criticisms of the British plan. In addition to 
contending that the plan world wash out the Peace | reaty and cripple 
' the Reparation Commission, M. Poincare conplaised tha’ Frsnce, 
Belgium and ftaly could be putin the minority on tha foreign fin- 
ance council by the casting vote of the German Finence Minister. 
The plan clashed with the Treaty regarding psyments in kiod, and 
did not provide for pledges for enforcing payment at the expiration 
of the moratorium. He declared the plan would enable Germany to 
pay off hes reparations deb: in fifteen years. after which she would 
be the only country in Europe without any foreign obligations. He 
was of opinion that effective reparations payments under tho first 
seriea of bond« would amount to twenty millisrds of marks, of which 
France woald receive eleven. 
Regarding the second series, the plan would reduce 
France’s ebare to thirty-five per cant. instead of - fifty- 
_ two, and increase Britain's share~ from twenty-two to forty- 
seven per cest. simultansously cancelling Belgian priority. 
‘As regards inter-Allied debts. M. Poincare pointed out.that 
in order to obthin a cancellation of the eleven milliard gold marks 
owing to Britain, Feance would have to abandon thirty-eight

Toey began cruising 
round the vessel, and the 
‘captain, ..becoming suspicious, 
ordered the gangway to bs drawn 
up and called to crew to their 
posts. ‘Shortly after, some of the 
men in the boats endeavoured to 
clamber aboard, but they were 
bemton off by the crew with sticks, 
iron bara and the butt-ends of 
ties and revolvers. During the 
fightiog, another boat with absoar 
twenty or thirty Chinese drew 
alongside, and periodicat attempts 
were made to ooard the steamer, 
the fieht lasting practically 
tha whole night. All tha efforts 
by the invaders wera repolied, 
and at.about four o'clock io the 
morning the captain was about to 
order the crew to use thelr arms 
when the boats mace off to a des. 
tination unknown. ;

BUFFALO BIRTE-RATE. 


Head Increases Eightfold in 
Eight Years. 


Tho great Canetian herd 2of 
buffalo at Buffslo Perk, Wain. 
wright, Alberts, has increased to 
6.146 head, zccording to the 
Official connt as the animals were 
haing turned out of their wi ster 
quarters into the 160 square 
miles of range enclosed in. the 
Pik. The r-port, nade to the 
Commissioner of Canadian 
National Parks, shows the natural 
increase for the year to b3 1,075 
while the decrease due to fighting 
old age, and animals slaughtered, 
wes eighty-one, giving a net in. 
Crease af 994. Thirteen years azo 
the naclens of the great herd, 
oumberingapproximately 700, was 
purchased from Michael Pablo, of 
Montana, and the boffalo have 
grown in this period to eiebt and 
one-half times theoriginal number.
